THUR/28/DEC/07 AT CNMG STUDIO BEFORE 
8PM. ALSO A FEW SUGGESTIONS THAT WERE MADE 
FOR INSIDE THE MALE MIND 2008.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Thursday the 27 th day of December, was the final airing of the “Inside the Male Mind 
Programme 2007” and during the strategy meeting before 8pm, we discussed 5 items 
and made a few suggestions. 

Present in the Studio Meeting were, Donald Berment, Michael Augustus, Brian 
Bradshaw, Justin Dookie and Vanessa Herbert Fortune. Contributions were made prior 
to the meeting by Raymond Edwards, Dr. Robert Moultrie, Dr. Jerome Teelucksingh 
and David Law. Jesse May Ventour contributed to the process, during the 8-10pm 
review session, via the phone from her holiday location and so did Dr. Jerome 
Teelucksingh. 

The suggestions were as follows: - 

1. The Programme for 2008 should have a man and a woman co-hosting the 
discussion, wherever the topics suggest a need for a gender balance from the 
interviewers and hosted by a man or two men where the topics suggest the need 
for a “men’s only panel”. 

2. The 2008 Programme could be more interesting if it had the following items 
included: - 

(a) A few “voxpop’s (talk views from the street). 

(b) A 5 minute feature opinion from an expert in the topic under 
discussion, with this opinion also being discussed. 
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(c) A musical input related to the topic, either from the station’s archive 
or by hiring an “extempore” artist like Black Sage to produce it. 

(d) A short recorded dramatic skit, to be used as a teaching aid focused 
on creating solutions, alongside gender sensitive poetry. 

3. There should be Radio, TV and Newspaper “Promo’s”, for each Programme, 
in a quantity and quality as funding/sponsorship allows. 

4. To realize the suggestions at 1,2 and 3 above, Men Against Violence Against 
Women (MAYAW), is suggesting that the CNMG Group employ two (2) of our 
members, who will be involved in planning the Programmes, co-hosting them 
where necessary, acquiring “voxpop’s”, feature opinions and preparing 
“dramatic skits” and gender sensitive poetry for recording and replaying 
during the 2-hour Programmes. 

5. The two (2) persons MAVAW is offering CNMG, David Law and Brian 
Bradshaw, have a long history of being involved in gender studies and related 
practical men’s studies, both with passionate, self learning methodologies. 
They have attended numerous short courses and training programmes in the 
same areas and have appeared on TV, Radio and in the press medium over the 
years. 

Consequently, we recommend most highly, that David and Brian be part of the 
production team for “Inside the Male Mind 2008”. Brian Bradshaw’s CV is 
appended to this Report and David Law will produce his own in a few days. 
An interview with David and Brian can be arranged at your earliest 
convenience.

Mr. Rogers, until a decision is made by the CNMG Group, we suggest that Justin 
Dookie and Vanessa Herbert Fortune continue the Programme as per our 
“suggestion 1 ” above and with topics from the List provided below. 

At this point, in order to place the Programme Title accurately within its concept of 
providing positive male voices, thoughts and feelings for research, training and self 
development, today and in the future, I am suggesting that the Programme Title for 
2008 be “Inside the Male Mind—Talk Radio Today—Focused on the Future 

With this Title change, in addition to its relevance, there will be no question of 
infringing any intellectual property, as the contribution of “Inside the Male Mind” by 
Jesse May Ventour and “Talk Radio Today—Focused on the Future ”, by me, Donald 
Berment are given freely to the Nation Building process, as our original ideas, 
echoing our sentiments, from the domain of applied spirituality.

As recorded elsewhere, the guiding principle for the Programme in 2007, as 
understood by me, came from this statement, quote “ The philosophical underpinning 
of this outreach effort, by a Men’s Organisation, Concerned Men and Women of our 
beloved Nation and a Corporate body, is couched in a belief system, which 
acknowledges the innate goodness of the human being and seeks to withdraw, embrace 
and share the benefits of such goodness in a manner and location, where it will produce 
the most successful outcomes” unquote. 

Therefore, all the topics for this year 2007 resonated in varying degrees and intensity, 
gender and development, local culture, psycho social behaviour, men’s studies and 
professional practices.

who are volunteers e.g. FEEL, blood donors, Men who are ethnic minorities— 
whites, Chinese, Syrians, Men in interracial unions, Men who are weightlifters, 
Men who are in Sports with women—aerobics, Men who are Construction

Together with Radio 91.1 FM, the organisation MAY AW (Men Against Violence Against Women) and other persons, have to 
date completed 9 (nine) two hour talk programmes, in the domain of applied spirituality, which are suitable for research, 
training, self and non-self development and an immediate enhancement to national development processes.

Hello Folks, 

The first DVD complied by us contains our past CD's and 27, 2-hour sessions of the Radio 
Programmes we have done with 91.1 Talk City of the CNMG Group, titled "Inside the 
Male Mind-women can't hear what men do'h say" . I am going to send a DVD for each of 
you to listen to and give an opinion in writing of its potential use. The University of the 
West Indies placed the CD versions, in the West Indiana Sections, here in Trinidad and in 
Barbados and Jamaica. The Centre for Gender and Development is also making use of the 
CD's they have been given. The Behavioural Sciences Department is going to use the 
CD’s in their Training Programmes. A couple of local schools have the CD’s for sharing to 
selected student groups. The Heritage Section of our National Library Services has a 
DVD for patron use. I have started using the DVD in my Counselling Sessions and the 
first use was very promising. A couple was referred to MAVAW for counselling by a 
Magistrate in Arima before she made a decision to vary a protection order. The couple had 
Counselling, read Dr. Moultrie's book and listened to selected talk programmes. The order 
was varied on Thur/2/08/07. Sunday gone I visited our Youth Training Center in Arouca 
and the Superintendent Mr. Sterling Stewart will be given a DVD for analysis, with the 
hope that it can provide some guidance for those 100 plus young males housed there. 

The long term vision for this DVD is to have it used in learning institutions, in youth 
training centers, in prisons, in NGO training and group therapy sessions, here and 
internationally, eventually having it in every home as a parenting tool. Some of our top 
academics and experienced adult males and a few females participated so far and the 
content is very relevant, according to the psychiatrists at St. Ann’s Mental Hospital. 

When funds become available, all the programmes will be transcribed and the DVD and 
the text versions will be distributed as far and wide as is humanly possible. The cost to 
transcribe six (6) 2-hour programmes is $TT 1, 200.00. 

Your opinions will be used to get the State to fund the completion of this project. 
Hopefully in this election year, they will pay for the Radio time, the books for Guests, the 
DVD's and CD’s, the stationery and printer's ink. The collection of MP3's, compilation of 
DVD's, office, "go for” and computer time will remain a cost absorbed in the interest of 
national development. 

Six MAVAW members just completed 2 days of intense training by two Yale University 
Professors on the subject of "Crime as Trauma". The Ministry of Social Development has 
decided to fund the balance of the training cost for this. Some documents are appended to 


this email.

What Is The BSD Syndrome? 


The BSD Syndrome is a local Trinidad and Tobago analytical concept for Domestic and other 
Violence, being developed by the NGO, “ Men Against Violence Against Women ( MAVAW ).” (1994). 

This concept utilizes the information, research and expertise already available for people working 
in the area of Violence Reduction, placing all that is presently being made use off, under the 
phenomenon of a Syndrome , identifying BSD’s in a number of ways, briefly explained below. 

Tons of work has already been done on: - 

• Belief System Deficits, (BSD) 

• Behaviour Skill Deficits , (BSD) 

• Biological System Deficits (BSD) and 

• Baggage System Dependencies (BSD) by practicing 

Psychologists, Psychiatrists, Sociologists, Social Workers, Medical Internists, Building Biologists, 
Nutritionists, Interior Designers and Housing Specialists/Community Planners. 

Unfortunately, rarely do more than one or two of these professionals; focus on the problem of 
Domestic Violence and/or Societal Violence, at any one point in time or in any single piece of 
literature, primarily because of academic learning structures and egotistical practices. 

What the BSD Syndrome will do, is to pool all the relevant data together under a Syndrome and 
spread the gospel of a Holistic approach to solving Violence Problems. In the BSD Syndrome , you 
will realize that violence in relationships is a paradoxical issue. Characteristics identified as BSD’s 
in “abusive outwards behaviour ”, is complemented and also considered “abusive acceptance 
behaviour” , recording the paradoxical fact that both parties in a relationship have BSD’s. 

It is therefore, a philosophical and scientific way to moves from the individual discipline solutions to 
a multi-discipline solution and depends on the acceptance of the concept that no one discipline has 
the answer for a situation where recurring violent behaviour have a variety of influencing elements. 

Consequently, a model of the four (4) main characteristics within the syndrome can be used for 
research, analysis and diagnostic purposes. In addition, programmes for development in the four 
areas identified above, can be designed to replace the existing unsuitable ones, which in the main, 
contribute to polarizing the sexes, using inflammatory language, limiting the healing process. 

A lot of research has already been collected for editing, prior to the preparation of a multi-authored 
text titled “Roots of Societal Violence—Understanding the BSD Syndrome” . A few professionals have 
already been approached to be part of this ambitious project and in due course, some of the 
challenging logistics will be hammered into place. The days of using “Batterer”, “Victim”, 
“Perpetrators” in violence analysis, are numbered in the minority. 

A letter to the Webmaster of the most powerful “male issues” website, Bert Hoff is appended to this 
explanation for further clarification and description of our work as MA VA W.

Please accept my sincere thank you, for your quick response and frank comments to/on my Email 
“Men Against Violence Against Women”. Let me also acknowledge here my deep appreciation for 
your work in maintaining “Men Web” and David Troops’ efforts in The Men’s’ Issues opus . 
These resources will forever be a tremendous help to all men working on issues which affect men, 
be it abuse to them, from them, to and from their loved ones and to the environment. Another site 
to note is www.menaqainstviolence.com . The other Email to you, mentioned November 19 th , the 
annual celebration, locally and in the Caribbean of “International Men’s Day”. My wish is that 
you hold no objection to this celebration and spread the word to the best of your ability. 

The philosophy underpinning reduction and elimination of unacceptable violence, in my view, must 
accept different methodologies, presentation styles and degrees of healing by the persons 
involved; all based on their personal levels of emotional, physical and spiritual maturity. 

Many men, on first hearing about MAVAW and reading our documents, get the impression that we 
do not realize the full extent of abuse to men or support them to the same degree, as we do 
women. A closer perusal of our Formal Documents and our History will show quite the opposite. 

For the past five years MA VA W (Men Against Violence Against Women) has been operating a 
24-hour HOTLINE 1-868-637-0924 with mailbox and cell phone 1-868-753-0804, so that we can 
testify to the pain and suffering of both men and women experiencing violence in their 
relationships. Our members sat on the Cabinet appointed Committee , which reviewed our 
Domestic Violence Legislation . MAVAW men now sit on the Cabinet appointed Committe e, which 
is analyzing the Status of the Family in Trinidad and Tobago . Our Crime Statistics predominantly 
record offences by violent young males, a serious concern to us as men, fathers, uncles, brothers, 
nephews, grandfathers and adults. At last count, 5,494 men were incarcerated in our Prison 
system and 216 women . A fact we aggressively requested to be noted by the formulators of the 
first National Gender Policy. As our Documents state “We Want Change Not Exchange” 

Every Judge, Master of the High Court, Justice of the Peace, Magistrate, Library, Parliamentarian, 
Calypsonian, Media House and many NGO’s to name a few have a copy of our 2002 Domestic 
Violence Awareness Handbook. On every occasion possible and there is a very interactive 
media component here; we challenge men and women on their gender insensitive statements. 
MAVAW coordinated a 13-week radio programme titled “Talking Gender” emphasizing how both 
men and women are affected equally by violence in relationships. 

At present there are five very important projects, which are getting the support of Men Against 
Violence Against Women: - 

1. Publication of a textbook by member Dr. Russell Foote, “Roots Of Youth Aggression: Home, 
School and Multilevel Interventions”, 

2. International Men’s Day by friend and supporter of MAVAW PhD candidate Jerome 
Teelucksingh. 

3. “Men’s TV” a one hour television programme for men, hosted by member Dr. Robert 
Moultrie, with half hour interviews and half hour public interaction. 

4. The BSD Syndrome Concept our most important and “people issue” to date (explained 
below in part, which in my view is the future of Domestic Violence analysis and discussion). 

5. A Bumper Sticker Programme, utilizing our most poignant “One Liners. 
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This Syndrome will eliminate the terms now used in the Violence In Relationships Arena , terms 
like victim, batterer, perpetrator, domestic violence etc. Within the BSD Syndrome , you will 
understand that Violence In Relationships is a paradoxical issue...Characteristics, which have 
already been well documented elsewhere, now come together under the umbrella of a Syndrome, 
and paradoxically, what is considered abusive as “outwards behaviour” is complemented and also 
considered abusive as “acceptance behaviour”, recording the fact that both parties in the 
relationship have BSD’s. These Characteristics can be explained under 4 Heads, which time and 
space allows for brief mention here: - 

1. Belief System Deficit (BSD) 

2. Behaviour Skill Deficit (BSD) 

3. Baggage System Dependency (BSD) 

4. Biological System Deficit (BSD) and these are the negative components in the Syndrome. 
The positive action within the Syndrome also termed BSD’s, but refer to methodologies 
utilized to accomplish Development: - 

5. Belief System Development. 

6. Behaviour Skill Development 

7. Baggage System Development and 

8. Biological System Development. 

This concept scientifically places the Violence In Relationships Issue, into a medium that takes 
away the stigma and gender polarizing associated with its treatment in the past. We anticipate 
resistance to this concept by some women, primarily because every statistic, which lists one 
person being hurt, will also have to list the other person causing the pain, as being hurt too. A lot 
of women will find that hard to accept, but we hope that in few years time this will change. 

In the past MAVAW actively co-hosted Male Awareness Week in December, Fathers’ Week in 
June and fully support the entire Women’s Days here. In Canada during the year 2000, we were 
actively involved with planning the first Dad Walk by the White Ribbon Campaign. This year they 
celebrated their 4i Dad Walk on the 15 th June at the Toronto Zoo. http://www.whiteribbon.com . 
We were also instrumental in changing one Canadian Government programme from “Male 
Batterers Programme” to “Spousal Abuse Programme” . In Suriname during November 2002, one 
of the feminist’s organisations there, which has progressed to the “people issue” stage, 
Foundation Stop Violence Against Women, Director Tienke Sumter Email 

stopqeweld@sr.net , invited us to participate in a 3-day conference and provide a 4-day training 
programme for their NGO Sector in the following areas: - 
1. Domestic Violence Awareness. 2. Parenting 

3. Healthy Relationships. 4. Domestic Violence and Interior Design. 

The conference Theme was “Deveiopment= Change: From Women Counseling To System 
Oriented Counseling and my presentation was titled “The Role Of Men Against Violence Against 
Women”. Let me acknowledge that it was at a training session with the top managers of this 
forward looking feminist group that the BSD Syndrome was fine-tuned with their contribution, from 
just noting the “baggage” as a characteristic to the” Baggage System Dependency”. 

What we firmly believe however is that we as men must take responsibility for male violence and 
do all in our power to reduce and eventually eliminate it from our society (Violence by men against 
men, women, children and the environment) . If women choose to do or not do the same, they will 
bear the consequences of their action. We are men not God , so judgment is not ours to pass

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INTRODUCTION 


Men Against Violence Against Women (MAVAW ) , could be considered to have had a Natural 
Birth, in that it was a man’s idea, put forward and accepted at a forum to deal with rising crime 
in 1994, hosted by a Feminist Organisation, called The National Women’s Caucus (NWC). Said 
idea was to have a Crime Committee made up of concerned men in society, focussing on violent 
male behaviour and developing strategies to reduce and eventually stop this male behaviour. 

After functioning for about nine months within The National Women’s Caucus, the Crime 
Committee developed into the organisation “Men Against Violence Against Women ” and

Comment on Proposed Gender Policy—Sat/25/Nov/2006.

Hello to all and I wish you a pleasant Christmas Season and New Year to you and your loved ones. 

My pleasure to be part of the necessary discourse during the “Gender Audit” conducted by the 
Commonwealth Secretariat at the Centre for Gender and Development on the UWI Campus, was 
dimmed somewhat by the hurt Professor Reddock felt, when I did not have my notes to support my 
challenge to the Gender Policy prepared by the Centre. 


However in confirming my tremendous respect for MAYAW’s history with the Centre and 
Professor’s Reddock commitment towards highlighting the importance of men in the Debate on 
Gender Issues over the years, I also confessed to not having read the whole Policy. 


In my defense, when reviewing policy documents, I first examine the Contents, Executive Summary 
and in this case “The Guiding Principles” to get an overall picture of its intention and balanced 
focus and if this is not available my desire for further reading wanes. 

The Gender Policy Guiding Principles noted the numerous documents and conventions, which deal 
specifically with the protection and development of women and we support this wholeheartedly. In 
the absence of any such convention for the specific concerns of men, maybe mention should have 
been made of what is available, like the Revaluation Counselling Draft Human Male Policy. 

Careful analysis of what is noted in the Principles, highlights the well recorded concerns of women, 
even the absence of women at “top decision making positions”, which we also strongly support, but 
sadly, it is minus what is the harsh reality of men, i.e., the urgent and immediate need to address the 
problems of men in prison, men as homeless persons, men not present in their homes or having the 
opportunity to be role models for their children, men not present at Primary and Secondary School 
environments, to add balance to the continuous development of our young men and women, young 
men dying at alarming rates, young men primarily involved in violent crime and so on and so forth. 

If he concerns of women is to have such prominence in the “Guiding Principles” of a Gender Policy, 
men like me and all men in Trinidad and Tobago, must see their concerns also prominently placed 
there too. Gender is about men and women together, not women and then we add on men to make 
it appear gender neutral. 

I promised Professor Reddock, to read the whole document and provide her with my comments. 
This will take a while, since the need to have an income is critical. All the documents referred to in 
the Policy have to be read and I look forward to the exercise. 

However, please believe that I have no intention of discrediting the work of these hard working 
women, since there are men who deeply regret the neglect for and hurt to our other half, but we 
cannot ignore our own neglect and hurt. The evidence is too glaring, dangerous and not fully 
considered. If the achievement of a balanced social change movement has to be successful, the work 
of our women outside of the home environment must be encouraged alongside the work of our men 
inside the home environment.
